A NEW HIGH SCHOOL BUILDING 


I do not recommend that the town vote to build a New High 
School building at this meeting. I do urge that a committee be 
appointed at this meeting, to work with the School Committee, 
to make a survey of the building situation and report at a future 
- meeting. 

I would like to call your attention to the fact that if new 
toilets and drinking fountains are provided at the village, there 
will still remain the lack of room, poor heating, lighting and 
ventilating conditions as well as no play ground. 

A new building would require few repairs for a number of 
years and over a period of years might prove economical. 


REPAIRS 
A fire alarm system was installed at the high school building 
and anew ceiling at Sunshine in addition to the usual repairs 
this past year. 
The Beech Hill building should be shingled this coming 
summer as the roof is in bad condition. Minor repairs are neces- 
sary on nearly all buildings. 
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SANITARY CONDITIONS AT THE VILLAGE 


In answer to a petition, an article has been inserted in the 
warrant, to see if better toilet facilities and drinking water can 
be provided at the village schools. 


Mr Elmer Eaton has made asurvey and will have an estimate 
of the cost for town meeting. é 


It is proposed to divide the wood room on the first floor of 
the Masonic Building and remove the present toilets to provide 
an entrance. The water for drinking fountains and toilets to be 
piped from the spring used now by the school. 


A small basement under the toilets would be necessary for 
an electric pump and heater. 


The estimate will include three flush toilets in place of the 
two chemical toilets now in use for the girls. Two flush toilets 
and a three stall urinal in place of the one chemical toilet, and 
one wall type urinal, now in use for the boys. Also a drinking 
fountain for each building. 


MUSIC 
Mr Mainente resigned soon after the beginning of school as 
instructor of the band. Mr Michael Masailo was engaged to fill 
the vacancy at the beginning of the winter term. It is the prac- 
tice in many towns to combine in hiring a music instructor. It 
is felt that one man can do the work and the expense will be 
less for each town. 


It has been arranged for Mr. Masailo to work half of each 
week in Deer Isle and the remainder of the week at Stonington 
This plan will be tried for the remainder of the school year. 


Mr. Masailo willteach and direct the band and direct a 
chorus in high school. He will also teach and supervise music 


in the grades. 
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-PRINCIPAL’S REPORT 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 


I submit at this time my annual report as Principal of McKinley 
High School. 


School opened September ninth with 74 students registered as 
follows:

Of these, seven have left school—three post graduates, three 
Juniors, one Freshman. Total enrollment is now 67 as compared to 
78 last year. 


With two well balanced courses of study school work is pro- 
gressing satisfactorily. We are offering pre-vocational training, voca- 
tional training and guidance, preparation for future study in col- 
leges and vocational schools. 


Michael Masailo has taken the place of Anton Mainente as music 
instructor. That is the only change in the teaching staff. 


This year I set aside one week as “Vocation Week,” at which 
time future occupations became the center of attention of the stu- 
dents. All library books pertaining to the subject of vocations were 
given special attention, many bulletins were made available and 
others were written for by students, talks were given urging pupils 
to consider seriously their future and their future work, and finally 
questionnaires were filed with the principal giving among other 
things two occupations that each student wished to prepare for or 
learn more about, 


The general objectives of this vocational guidance program 
are: 
A. To provide occupational information. 
B. To assist all pupils to better adjust themselves to school 
and life. . 


C. To assist and encourage pupils in their future plans con- 
cerning education or employment. 
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D. To assist pupils in their selections of study subjects. 


Cumulative records willbe compiled from yearto year, it is 
hoped; conferences will be held from time to time with pupils for the 
purpose of extending individual vocational and educational plans; 
follow-up records will be gathered of graduates; contacts with var- 
ious institutions, organizations, and companieswho might employ 
our graduates will be made for the purpose of determining what is 
desired of the students; the cooperation and assistance of the state 
department of Vocational Guidance will frequently be sought. 


With this program in mind,I attended special conferences de- 
voted to vocational guidance planning at both county and state teach- 
ers’ conventions and have made special study of vocational guidance 
at two summer sessions. In a community with no major industries, 
I am convinced that a program of the kind outlined can be of ser- 
vice; but the greatest service of all can perhaps be rendered by gra- 
duates and friends of the school who are already connected with var- 
jous occupations who will let their love of school and town become 
active to the extent of determining what we have to offer in the way 
of future workers and will give our students a helping hand whenever 
there is an opportunity to do so. They are urged to send the school 
suggestions, job possibilities, training opportunities, any helpful 
hints as to how they may better prepare for their future. 


Vocational training isnot the sole purpose of the school. In-as- 
much as the moral, ethical, religious, and social standards of the 
community are reflected by our young people, the school must join 
with homeand church in trying to make for the best personality 
and character development. McKinley High is striving to promote 
worthwhile ideals and right attitudes toward life, community and 
country. 


The amount of worthwhile activity that our young people are en 
gaged in in the different sections of our town, inchurch and Sunday 
school, groups, in clubs and organizations, is promising of a fine com- 
ing generation of citizens; and the record of not one juvenile court 
case in several years is one for the town to be justly proud of. It is 
my sincere belief that the increased number of activities for our 
young people being promoted today is bringing fine results. The ac- 
tive child is the child out of trouble. The faulty methods of regimen- ' 
tation, dominating, spying, punishing are falling away before the 
more truly democratic ways of eliciting from our young people coop- 
eration, leadership and followership, worthwhile activity aimed at 
community development, and self-control 


The history of the school for the past year shows the school band 
winning a “Superior” rating at the State music festival, which is the 
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highest rating possible. The school sent a representative into the 
state famous Spear Contest, and the pupil went as high as the semi- 
finals, being one of the winners from Hancock County high schools. 
Athletics progressed, with more pupils participating this year. A new 
school paper, published twice a month and handled entirely by stu 
dents is attracting much attention and is giving good practical exper- 
ience in several lines. Attendance for this year was excellent until 
the recent epidemic kept many out of school. 


I take this opportunity to express appreciation for your cooper- 
ation and assistance during the year, and through you I wish to 
thank the School Committee, parents, citizens and students, for gen- 
erous assistance and support.

HANCOCK COUNTY HEALTH SERVICE 
TOWN OF DEER ISLE, YEAR 1941 


To the Citizens of the Town of Deer Isle: 


Following is a brief report of services rendered, February 1, 
1940 to February 1, 1941. 


The Deer Isle high and grammar schools were visited in April 
and teachers told of the Early Diagnosis Campaign. Pamphlets and 
posters were distributed through the schools and town. Visited the 
Library and left pamphlets also posters for public places. Bottle 
caps were available to milk dealers to bring the message of prevent- 
ing tuberculosis into every home. 


There has been no tuberculosis testing in Deer Isle this year, but 
a check-up was given all cases reported by the State Department. 

Conveyed Carlotta Eaton to Hurley Hospital for removal of ton- 
sils and adenoids, returning her to her home. Dr Brown suggested 
Geraldine Haskell attend the Crippled Children’s clinic. Reference- 
sheet filled out and mailed. 


Met a patient and mother at the Toll Bridge, Sargentville, con- 
veyed them to Crippled Children’s Clinic at the Eastern Maine Gen- 
eral Hospital, Bangor,-later returning them to toll bridge. 


Roderick Eaton, age 8, and Elmer Shepard, age 10, transferred to 
Hurley hospital for removal of tonsils and adenoids, and returned. 
Cooperated with Sea Coast Mission.

A tuberculosis check-up was made of a family whose mother 


died of the disease some years ago. 


In the Primary school 11 children qualified for Seven Point pin 
and certificate and 50 per cent dental certificate. Three children in 
Stetson School qualified for the award, and four in the Sunset school. 


The health service given the town this year is financed through 
the Christmas Health Seal sale. More service could be given if the 


town raised money by appropriation.

In accordance with chapter 16 of the Public Laws of 1937I here- 
by certify that I have audited the accounts of the Selectmen, Treas- 
urer, and Tax Collector for the municipal year 1940 and to the best 
of} my knowledge and belief their accounts are correct. 

There are several recommendations and suggestions I wish to 
make, namely:

That the Tax Collector make monthly settlements with the 
Treasurer and at least once in two months render to the municipal 
officers an account of all money received on taxes as provided for 
by Chapter 14 section 35 of the Revised Statutes. 

4, That the Town mike an appropriation for a Reserve for Un- 
collected ‘Taxes, or if through the sale of tax title property an ex- 
cess, over the cost as shown on the town records, is received, that 
this excess be credited to Reserve for Uncollected Taxes. 

5. That an appropriation be made for the Support of Poor, and | 
that the appropriation for Snow Removal be increased, asthe snow 
account has been overdrawn at follows:

I would also recommend that the Administration or Current Ex- 
pense account appropriation be reduced as this account has shown 
an unexpended balance as follows:

Legislature later made more money available and we received 
$1,979.00 in addition to.the previous amount. Permission was 
granted to use this additional amount to purchase a new school 
bus and make some raises in teachers’ wages. 


TOILETS 


It. was voted last year to install new toilets and lavatories 
at the Village, and $1,500.00 was raised for this purpose. In 
order to meet State requirements a septic tank had to be con- 
structed and other additions, which brought the cost. to 
$2,100.29. All accounts are itemized elsewhere in this report.

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' Six students have left. school thus far—three seniors, two 
juniors, one sophomore, one freshman. Three of these trans- 
ferred to other high schools. 


Two students have been registered since the start of 
school—one junior, one sophomore. 


Eight students are registered for the College Course; sixty- 
five are registered for the General Course. 

The high school is offering twenty-two subjects, not in- 
cluding music, at the present time. Five subjects alternate each 
year. Sixteen subjects are necessary for graduation. 


This year it was possible to organize the subjects into three 
departments: 


Mr. Pickering Social Sciences (7 subjects) 
Mr. Cole © Science & Math. (7 subjects) 
Mrs. Hamlin Languages _ (8 subjects) 

A rotating schedule and home rooms,, set up for the first 
time this year in this school, show marked improvements over 
the previous systems. Periods are now fifty-five minutes instead 
of the former forty-minute periods; the assembly room is freed 
from recitations in the front of the rooms while the students 
have to study in the rear; a closer contact between class groups 
and. class advisor is possible; and separation of the school into 
three groups seems to be preventing the spread of colds, etc. 
__, Visual Education, made possible by the rental of a talking 
movie machine through student dues, is bringing much educa- 
tional material in keeping with school. textbook materials to the 
students. 


Recently installed fifteen-minute periods for Spelling and 
Penmanship should prove of lasting value to the freshman. 

The new lavatory -facilities in the high school basement are 
far superior to those had formerly, and the increased playgr ound, 
although still small, is a valuable addition. 


These years of crisis place upon us undoubtedly the re- 
sponsibility of maintaining our high school at the same standard 
as in other years, and: with careful planning and adapting I sin- 
cerely believe that educational facilities that we now have, 
limited though they may be, can be made to make for an im- 
proved school.. 

I thank you for the cooperation and guidance of the past, 
and -through this report. I wish to extend appreciation to the 
‘School Committee, parents and townspeople for their support 
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of the faculty of McKinley High generally, as well as the various 


school activities.

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AUDITOR’S REPORT 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Deer Isle: 

I have completed an examination of the Selectmen’s records for 
the municipal year ended Feb. 2, 1942 and submit herewith a com- 
parative Balance sheet, Summary of Accounts, and proof of Change 
in surplus. 

I have also examined the accounts of Treasurer and Tax Collector 
but before I can make final certification it will be necessary to verify 
several items and do considerable checking of receipts and checks 
against the warrants. There isa variation of $52.02 between the 
amount of the commitment and the addition of the taxes in the 
Coilector’s tax book which should be located and adjusted. 

Due to the limited time before publication of the annual report it 
will be impossible to make a final report now but as soon as 
verifications have been received I will complete the audit and 
render a complete detailed report. 

I would recommend that all bills of the town be paid by check 
and that no checks be issued against the town funds except in pay- 
ment of items of the warrants alsa that town funds be promptly 
deposited and that the check books be reconciled with the bank 
statement each month. 

The Selectmen’s records showed considerable inprovement over 
previous years.

REPORT OF THE PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE 


Realizing today as never before that the health and welfare 
of the child begins with the care of the pregnant mother, my 
- part of the public health nursing program has been directed pri- 
marily, to the maternal and child health work. 

During the year fifteen prenatal and postpartum patients 
have been seen. Twenty-one visits were made. 

Two Well Child Conferences were held during the year, 
one at Little Deer Isle and one at the Harbor. Twenty-six in- 
fant and preschool children attended. Fourteen immunizations 
for diphtheria and smallpox, which is available at all confer- 
ences, were given. 

Eighty-four child health supervision calls were made to in- 
fant and preschool children. 

Plans are now underway to hold a community typhoid im- 
munization clinic the first of the year. This will be Augie: by 
the local health committee. 

I wish to express my sincere appreciation for the splendid 
_cooperation I have received, and the interest that has been 
shown by the health committee, town officials, professional 
group, and the public in general. It is indeed gratifying. We

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens of the 
Town of Deer Isle: 


I herewith submit my first annual report as superintendent 
of schools, for the fiscal year ending February 1, 1944. 


The teacher situation is becoming increasingly acute 
throughout the country. However, Deer Isle has been fortunate 
in securing the services of very competent teachers. In the high 
school Principal Arthur Cole is doing commendable work with 
the very capable assistance of Miss Alice Robbins and Miss Ethel 
Rand, both with excellent educational backgrounds. 


We are very fortunate in our elementary schools in having so 
many capable local teachers. They certainly deserve commenda- 
tion for the excellent work they are doing. 


In my opinion the schools of Deer Isle should be consolidated. 
I believe that from the viewpoint of expense and efficiency it 
would be wise to have this done. However, war conditions and 
lack of. adequate facilities in the village prevent such a pro- 
gressive step at this time. It stands to reason that a teacher can 
do much better work with fewer grades and fewer students. 

We have been requested by the Commissioner of Edueation to 
close all rural schools with small enrollments, provided we can 
furnish bus transportation and adequate housing facilities in the 
village schools, 
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It is my sincere hope that we may be able to start the School 
Lunch Project in Deer Isle next fall. The firemen have very 
generously offered the use of their recreation room and cooking 
utensils, and only the lack of a cook prevented it from being 
started this year. From the viewpoint of health alone it is a very 
worthwhile project. 


The cost of maintaining our schools is increasing daily. The 
enclosed financial report will reveal to you that there has been 
an increase in the cost of fuel alone of almost $400 over the pre- 
ceding year, and present indications point to a much greater in- 
crease this coming year. 

Teachers’ salaries have necessarily taken a jump, but certainly 
not commensurate with the increase in the cost of living. The 
average white-collar worker finds himself living on a wage that 
has increased very little in comparison with the increased cost 
of living. 

The town of Deer Isle will lose approximately $4500 from the 
State Equalization Fund for the current year 1944-1945. It there- 
fore becomes necessary to recommend two school budgets for 
the people to consider at their town meeting in March. The first 
estimated budget, which would increase the present appropria- 
tion from $9500 to $13,00, would enable the town to maintain 
its present educational program. 

The second estimated budget, which calls for an appropriation 
of $12,100, would depend upon the closing of the rural schools of 
South Deer Isle, Sunshine and Eggemoggin. To take care of 
these children one more grade school would be opened in the 
village, provided we could find a room for'them. The busses 
already go by most of these schools so the town would incur very 
little increased expense for transportation. From the viewpoint 
of economy, efficiency and fewer grades per teacher it would 
seem to be the most logical plan. 

May I at this time extend my sincere thanks and appreciation 
to the committee, the teachers, and the people of. Deer Isle for 
their kindness and help given me during my first year as your

PRINCIPAL’S REPORT 


To the Citizens of Deer Isle: 


I have the pleasure of bringing to you the greetings of Mc- 
Kinley High School and to report upon its conditions and 
activities. 

School began on September the 7th with an enrollment of 41. 
Since that time 4 more students have enrolled and 5 have 
left making an enrollment at this time of 40 students. The stu- 
dent body consists of 15 boys and 25 girls. Viewing the enroll- 
ment by classes we find 7 Seniors, 5 Juniors, 15 Sophomores, and 
13 Freshmen. All but 7 of the students use the school bus. Due 
to war time conditions this is the smallest enrollment the school 
has had for some time. 

At the beginning of school in September we had two replace- 
ments on our teaching staff. The services of Miss Alice Robbins 
were secured to fill the vacancy in the language department 
created by the resignation of Mrs. Wentworth. The vacancy in 
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the Social Science department, due to the resignation of Principal 
Carl Pickering, was not filled at the beginning of the school year. 
Mrs. Ruth Hamlin, a member of the high school teaching staff — 
_ during the school year of 1941-42, substituted in this department 
for a few weeks. In October the services of Miss Ethel Rand were 
secured for this department. In these days of teacher shortage, 
when many of the smaller high schools of the state have had to 
close because they could not obtain the services of any teacher, 
the town is fortunate indeed to have obtained the services of such 
trained and competent teachers. 


Two new subjects appeared this year in our high school cur- 
riculum. In the place of Latin, in which only one student had 
registered, it was deemed advisable to substitute a subject that 
would be beneficial to a larger group. A course in the rudiments 
of Public Speaking was chosen and is being taught by Miss Rob- 
bins. The other new subject this year is Business Mathematics in 
place of Business Law. Because so few of our students go to 
schools beyond the high school, it was felt that a course in busi- 
ness methods to supplement the grade school Arithmetic was 
desirable. 


I ask the citizens of the town to give serious thought to a 
School-Lunch program. In the days of the district school most 
of the pupils were within walking distance of home and thus 
were able to get a hot lunch at noon. With the coming of the 
buses, the closing of the district schools, the centralizing of the 
schools in the harbor, the pupils eat a cold. lunch from a lunch 
box. Similar conditions are found in towns throughout our State. 
To offset this lack of proper nourishment the State, with Federal 
aid, has set up a hot lunch program for the schools. The program 
as required by the State is that the lunch served shall consist of 
suitable hearty food and vegetables, milk and dessert. The cost 
is not to the town but to the individual. A fee of approximately 
ten cents a lunch is charged each pupil. This fee is about the 
same that is now being spent for pop, ice cream, and candy to 
supplement the lunch box. Such a program as this was suggested 
last Fall by Supt. Brown, but because of his inability to find some 
one to take charge of the program, the idea was dropped for the 
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time being. I hope that by another school yéar this prograii 
can be included in our school system. 

And now for myself, and in behalf of the student body of 
McKinley High School, I wish to express to the people of the 
town our sincere thanks for your support for the past year. Your 
keen interest in the school and school activities is deeply appre- 
ciated. We will earnestly try to continue to merit your loyalty 
and support.

REPORT OF COUNTY NURSE 


To the Selectmen of the town of Deer Isle, I herein submit a 
brief statement of services rendered the town of Deer Isle by the ° 
Hancock County Health Service for the period February 1, 1943 
to February 1, 1944. 

In April as a part of our educational health program the Early 
Diagnosis Campaign for the Prevention of Tuberculosis was em- 
phasized. The timely pamphlets and posters were made available - 
to the schools of the Village and placed in public places, carrying 
this year’s slogan “Follow the example of the Armed Forces, Get 
a Chest X-ray.” This was a plain reminder that if it was an im- 
portant health measure or the Army, it should be done by the 
folks at home. 

The Snellen’s Test for vision and the hearing test were given 
to all high school students, the intermediate grades and the gram- 
mar pupils. Seven were found to have defective vision, one with 
defective vision in the grammar grades, and seven with decayed 
teeth. 

We were unable to have the Tuberculin Von Pirquet Test and - 
Chest X-ray clinic due to the State Diagnostic Service not being 
available as its staff nurse had been loaned temporarily to work 
with the Induction Boards. The last clinic was held the 28rd of 
October, 1942. 

In closing I wish to thank all interested citizens, Dr. Kopfmann, 
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and all others who have helped in any way to make the work 
possible. 


Hancock County Health Service

REPORT OF THE HEALTH NURSE 


Today as never before here on the home front the ability to 
safeguard personal and family health is one of our most vital con- 
tributions to the war effort. 

Public health nursing is concerned with the individual, his 
family and the community. In our health supervision work we © 
try to keep this in mind. My part of the health program has 
been directed primarily to the maternal, infant and preschool 
work. Today since it is recognized that the health of the mother 
and baby is greatly influenced by care during the prenatal and 
postpartum period thirty-two visits have been made to such pa- 
tients. The need of regular medical supervision has been 
stressed. Advice on general routine care with measures to safe- 
guard the health of mother and baby have been made available. 
Seventy-three visits have been made to infants and preschool 
children. 

In May the local Health Committee was organized. The orig- 
inal members consisting of Dr. and Mrs. Kopfmann, Mrs. Emily 
Haskell, Mrs. Christine Pickering, Mrs. Catherine Milan and 
Miss Ethel Rand. Since that time more members have been 
asked to serve on the committee. Your Health. Committee has 
done much to promote public health. They organized and con- 
ducted the typhoid clinic held in January. At that time one hun- 
dred and thirty people received protection from typhoid fever. 
They sponsored and assisted at the two Child Health Confer- 
ences that have been held. | 

I wish to express my sincere appreciation to the Health Com- 
mittee, Dr. Kopfmann, and the community in general for the 
splendid cooperation that I have received. With cooperative 
efforts we can look forward to a healthier and happier future.

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COMMENTS 


CASH: 

An examination was made of the receipts as recorded and 
the detail is shown in Exhibit B. | 

The cash balance as shown by Exhibits A and B was 
$8,632.08. Of this amount there was on deposit only $402.72, 
and the balance of $8,229.36 was carried as cash on hand. The 
detail is shown on Schedule 1. By reference to this schedule it 
will be seen that there are some sizeable checks varying from 
$450.00 to $1,200.00. Verification was made with the banks 
upon which these checks were drawn and we were advised that 
these checks would be paid upon presentation with the excep- 
tion of the Treasurer's personal check of $1,228.27, which would 
not be honored due to insufficient funds. 

There were ten checks amounting to $154.18 which had 
been returned as they were not presented within the time limit 
prescribed by the bank and hence it will be necessary to get re- 
newal checks in order that the town may receive credit for 
them. 

In the past it has been the custom for the Treasurer to cash 
and issue checks for the convenience of the townspeople from 
town funds. We recommend that the practice be’ discontinued 
and that all monies belonging to the town be deposited in the 
bank, that no checks be issued except in payment of the items 
on duly authorized warrants. . 

Under the State system of uniform accounts the Treasurer 
should issue a receipt in triplicate for all money received,’ one 
copy to the party paying the money, a duplicate to be given 
to the Selectmen at least as often as once a week, and the third 
copy retained by the Treasurer. Unless the Selectmen obtain 
their copies promptly it is impossible for them to keep their 
records up to date as required. 

TAXES: 

The 1942 commitment was added and, after an adjustment, 
agreed with the charge to the Collector. The commitment was 
accounted for by cash, authorized abatements or are still uncol- 
lected. We wish to commend the Tax Collector upon the im- 
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provement in the amount of uncollected taxes at the close of 
books compared with previous years. A list of the outstanding 
amounts of 1942 taxes is shown on Schedule 2. 

The unpaid taxes for prior years are also shown by Sched- 
ule 2. 

Under the present conditions, many of the towns which 
we audit are collecting from 95% to 100% of their taxes, and we 
feel that the amount of uncollected taxes should be materially 
lessened. . 

Verification of uncollected taxes was made by mailing 
notices to those whose names appeared on the town records 
and also to a list of names furnished us by Paul W. Scott, col- 
lector. As a result of verification of taxes, five persons claiming 
to have paid their taxes, though listed as unpaid, were stated 
by Mr. Scott to have paid prior to 1943. The amount of these 
taxes was $105.84 and this amount has been paid to the town 
by Mr. Scott during 1943. | 

There were several instances of delinquent taxes being 
paid during the year 1948 and one case where the taxpayer 
claimed to have paid in Stonington, but upon checking with 
the collector of taxes in Stonington we were advised that the 
tax was not paid. An effort should be made to collect this tax. 

Further, it appears that there were quite a few errors in 
assessing and, owing to that, many that were assessed have 
moved away and paid their taxes in other towns. There were 
on the books uncollectible taxes of approximately $450.00, and 
we recommend that these taxes be abated. 


TAX LIENS: ; ! 

Under the tax lien mortgage law, if the mortgage, together 
with the interest and costs, shall not be paid within eighteen 
months after the filing of the certificate in the Registry of Deeds, 
the mortgage shall be deemed to have been foreclosed and the 
right of redemption to have expired. The mortgage lien is 
sometimes referred to as a “self-foreclosing mortgage” for the 
reason that no formal action is required on the part of the town 
to effect the foreclosure. It is not necessary for the town, in order 
to obtain title to take formal possession of the property or per- 
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form any other act after expiration of the redemption period. If 
the taxpayer wishes to regain title after that date, he must buy the 
property back from the town and must obtain a quit-claim deed 
from the town. We mention the above facts as an explanation 
of the Tax Acquired Property (town-owned) as listed in Sched- 
ule 4. 


In previous years tax liens have been listed irrespective of 
the fact that the period of redemption has expired. There were 
two instances where tax liens over eighteen months old were 
not carried to the Tax Acquired Property account, as there was 
a question regarding payment of taxes. 


TRUST FUNDS: 


The trust funds which were previously carried in the Treas- 
urer’s cash on hand were deposited just previous to the close of 
books in the savings department of a trust company in compli- 
ance with the law relating to trust funds. 


GENERAL: 


A partial check was made of paid bills and payrolls and, as 
far as our examination went, all appeared to be proper charges 
and correctly recorded.

Report of the Superintendent of Schools 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens of the 
Town of Deer Isle: 


I herewith submit my second annual report as superintendent 
of schools, for the fiscal year ending February 2, 1945. 

From the following financial report you have probably 
noticed that Deer Isle will receive money from the State Equal- 
ization Fund next year amounting to $1,549.00. To continue to 
receive this money it will be necessary to appropriate more funds 
than is needed to maintain our present school system. 

To be eligible to receive State Equalization Funds, it is 
necessary to keep the tax rate for school maintenance above the 
average for the State. The average of tax rates for school main- 
tenance throughout the State last year was .01620. Deer Isle’s 
rate was .01950. We were well above the average, but it is in- 
teresting to note that the rate jumped almost two mills over last 
year. If we should lower our appropriations, and the average tax 
rate for school maintenance throughout the State should be 
raised, we might find ourselves in the same position we were in 
last year, when we lost all of our Equalization money because our 
appropriation was too low. 

This is a problem to be settled by the voters in their town 
meeting. Our present school system can be maintained by an 
appropriation of $11,000.00. If this is done, however, the town 
will not be eligible for Equalization. The committee, therefore, 
recommends an appropriation of $18,000.00, which would be 
$600.00 less than last year. This will give us a tax rate for edu- 
cational purposes of .01870. This amount should keep us safely 
within the limit another year. 
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It seems advisable at this time to review briefly the proposed 
changes in State school laws which are now being considered by 
the legislature at Augusta. If these proposals become law, more 
money will be available to the towns for hiring teachers. Under 
the proposed “Minimum Salary Law” recommended by the Com- 
missioner of Education, teachers will receive a minimum salary 
of $1,000.00; and to help the towns meet this increase, additional 
State funds amounting to $280.00 will be alloted for each teach- 
ing position. This amount will give the town $470.00 of State 
money for éach teaching position. However, the Governor has 
recommended a minimum salary of $900.00, which would increase 
the allotment per teacher $180.00. If this bill passes, it would 
mean additional State money for Deer Isle amounting to approxi- 
mately $1,980.00. This money should be used to raise Se 
salaries. eres 

It is considered likely that the Governor's Phemtaendanans 
will be accepted. 

One other legislative proposal which is being presented to 
the incoming legislature is of great interest to towns, like Deer 
Isle, which have small high schools with a declining enrollment. 
It is called “An Act To Extend Occupational Education Oppor- 
tunities For Maine Youth of High School Age.” 

I quote from a State bulletin: “This legislation, if ead 
would enable a student living in a town maintaining a secondary 
school which offers less than two occupational courses of study 
to attend some other approved secondary school for the purpose 
of taking an occupational course not offered in the school of his 
home town. The superintending school committee must approve 
the student’s qualifications. The legislation proposes that the 
tuition costs for each student will be paid by the town and that 
the town shall be reimbursed by the state. This recommendation 
has for its purpose the broadening of educational opportunities 
for children residing in small towns and rural areas.” 

If this act should pass, it would leave the small high schools 
in a rather precarious situation. Few small towns can afford to 
put in such occupational courses as Home Economics and Manual 
Training, which would meet the requirements of this act. Only 
by uniting with other towns, will the smaller communities be 
able to finance the costs of meeting the increasingly higher de- 
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mands of education. By uniting the schools of Stonington and 
Deer Isle the requirements of this act could be met. Every boy 
and girl in the smaller high schools should have an equal oppor- 
tunity with those who attend larger schools of the State. 

To make this possible the Department of Education is ask- 
ing the legislature for a $2,000,000 School Building Fund. This 
money would be used by “cities and towns of the state to assist 
them in providing adequate consolidated school building facili- 
ties after the war.” The act also provides for the “grouping of 
pupils into larger units for the purpose of providing broad sec- 
ondary school programs and elementary schools of sufficient size 
to minimize the number of grades which each teacher handles.” 

The School Lunch Project was started in Deer Isle last 
October. It has proved to be a great success. Approximately 
ninety-five pupils are given a well-balanced meal each day at the 
low cost of 12 cents. May we at this time extend our thanks and 
appreciation to the many people of Deer Isle who so generously 
helped to make this project possible. 

The teacher shortage situation throughout the state is be- 
coming increasingly acute. Deer Isle is very fortunate in having 
an excellent group of local teachers, as well as some from off the 
island. Therefore, because of the teacher shortage, increased cost 
of living, rising taxes, etc., I heartily recommend that salaries be 
increased this year. The majority of the smaller communities 
throughout the state are already paying their elementary teachers 
more than is Deer Isle. 

May I at this time extend my sincere thanks and apprecia- 
tion to the committee, the teachers, and the people of Deer Isle 
for their kindness and help given me during my second year as 
your superintendent.

Principal's Report 


To the Citizens of the Town of Deer Isle: 

Again it is my privilege to bring to you the greetings of Mc- 
Kinley High School and make to you a report of its activities. 

School began September 11, 1944 for a 36-week school year. 
The enrollment at the beginning of the year was as follows: 3 
seniors, 14 juniors, 13 sophomores, and 19 freshmen, making a 
total enrollment of 49. Since then 2 students have enrolled and 
11 have left, making the present enrollment 40. The student body 
consists of 23 girls and 17 boys. This is the same enrollment as of 
last year at this time. 

We were very fortunate to secure the services of Mrs. Maude 
Stinson to fill the vacancy created by the resignation of Miss Rob- 
bins. Mrs. Stinson is no stranger to McKinley High School. She 
served the school as a very capable language teacher from 1922 
to 1933. 

We have made two changes in the courses offered by the 
school. In the place of Business Economics we have introduced a 
course in Economic Geography. As today we speak in terms of 
global warfare, so in the peace years to follow we will speak of 
the terms of global trade. The use of the airplane as a means of 
transportation makes this a certainty. Hence we believe that a 
course in Geography to our future citizens is not amiss. The sec- 
ond change is the substitution of American Government for Social 
Order. This is not, in reality, a change, as Social Order is a phase 
of American Government. We believe that the juniors and seniors 
of our school who, in four or five years will become voters, should 
have a thorough background in how our country is governed. 
Hence, we should have taken this subject from the optional list 
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of courses offered and made it a requirement for graduation. 

The school lunch program was started in October. This has 
proven a success. All but three of our students eat there regular- 
ly. Much credit is due Supt. Brown for promoting this project. 

I ask the cooperation of the parents in cutting down the 
number of absents of the students. I recognize the fact that there 
are instances where it is necessary for the students to be absent. 
However, a day here and a day there soon add up and by the 
end of the year the student has lost one or more weeks of the 
school year. Although the work can be made up to a passing 
grade, the student has lost something that cannot be replaced or 
regained. 

Now, in behalf of the faculty and students of McKinley High 
School, I thank the citizens of the town for your loyal support. 
Your interest and appreciation are always incentives for us to do 


our best to deserve them.

REPORT OF HEALTH OFFICER 


The town of Deer Isle has in the past year probably experi- 
enced its most successful period in the control of infectious 
diseases in the community. With the severe increase of some of 
the infectious diseases in almost all of the neighboring communi- 
ties during the past year it is really spectacular how efficiently 
contagion was controlled. This could not be accomplished by 
this office alone. It was the result of the combined efforts of the 
entire community; their promptness in reporting and their sin- 
cere cooperation with this health department to smother any out- 
bursts which may have been brought in by transients and others 
from other areas. 

The success of the immunization program and Infant Ex- 
amination at our routine clinics is quite evident and the attend- 
ance is increasing at each session. The excellent and untiring 
efforts of Mrs. Butler and Miss Dunphy, the State nurses for this 
area, and the desire of our general population for better health 
has made our program during the past year an extremely suc- 
cessful one. : 


Our local Health Committee is deserving of much praise for _ 
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their readiness to help in any project and to care for the organiza- 
tion at the health clinics during the year. I wish to thank them 
for their untiring efforts and for the great help they have been 
to me in making possible all the new projects of our health pro- 
gram. For the coming year the planned and routine examination 
of all the children attending school in Deer Isle and the outlying 
districts will be started and all the benefits for better health will 
be made available to them through all the channels at our dis- 
posal. 

Medical care and town accounts of the indigent poor have 
been cared for as in the past, as well as minor accidents oeneate 
among school children on the school grounds. 

Vaccination clinics will again be made available to the gen- 
eral public (adults) of this community as well as for the children 
of school age in the coming year as has been the practice in the 
past. 

The Tuberculin skin testing in cooperation with the State 
Department of Health throughout the schools was completed last 
summer and was gratifying in its results. At this time I can only 
say. that. our Public Health Program in Deer Isle is also on the 
road to victory and with the continued fine help and cooperation 
of all our citizens we shall attain even higher goals. I wish to 
thank the community and the state nurses, Mrs. Butler and Miss 
Dunphy for their splendid cooperation and help in the past year. 
I also wish to thank our district chief of public health Dr. Stan- 
hope, local agencies, Mr. Robbins of the Messenger Office, the 
Selectmen and all others who have helped in this program.

REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE 
Deer Isle, December 31, 1944 , 


Public Health Nursing is concerned with securing the best 
possible physical and mental health for all. To this end 49 fam- 
ily visits have been made in Deer Isle this year. 

Today as never before the importance of prenatal and post- 
natal care is recognized. Realizing that the health of the mother 
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during this period is a matter of primary importance to herself 
and her child, 14 visits have been made to maternity patients. 

During the year 27 infants were visited to help the mothers 
with their routines, to plan for medical supervision and to stress 
the necessity of prevention of communicable disease which is 
most disastrous during the first year of life. 

Sixteen visits were made to preschool children to help the 
mothers continue the plan of health habits started in infancy and 
to solve the health problems peculiar to this age group. 

A Child Health Conference was held at which 12 infant and 
preschool children were examined by a physician who made medi- 
cal recommendations to the mother for the child’s care. A dentist 
examined the children’s mouths and gave instructions to the 
mothers in mouth hygiene. 8 immunizations against diphtheria 
and 2 vaccinations against smallpox were done. 

To reach a goal of mental and physical’ health for all, it is 
recognized that more responsibility awaits each and every citizen 
of the community. Only through cooperation of the local people 
has progress been shown but there is need for more interest and 
participation by each citizen to further the program of health. 
Your local Health Committee has done much to further the 
Health program. For their cooperation and help, I am most 
grateful.

I herewith submit a brief statement of services rendered the 
town by the Hancock County Tuberculosis and Health Associa-, 
tion for the year February 1, 1944 to February 1, 1945. 

During April the nurse visited the Deer Isle Primary, Gram- 
mar and Intermediate grades and the North Deer Isle schools, 
distributed the Early Diagnosis Tuberculosis Campaign pamph- 
lets and posters throughout the schools and left it in public places. 
The slogan for the year was “Follow the Example of the Armed 
Forces, Get a Chest X-ray Now—In War, a Patriotic Duty—In 
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Peace, Plain Common Sense.” 

In cooperation with this service, the State Bureau of Health 
sponsored a Tuberculin Testing Clinic in the schools, the Deer 
Isle High School, Grammar and Intermediate Grades, South Deer 
Isle and Reach schools. One hundred and nineteen pupils) and 
adults were given the test which were read by Dr. Stanhope, six 
of whom showed positive reactions. These will have a future 
check-up. : 

The services rendered the towns of Hancock County are 
financed through the sale of Christmas Seals and by town ap- 
propriation.. We wish to express our thanks and appreciation to 
all the citizens who make the work possible.

CASH: 

As far as could be ascertained, all monies received were re- 
corded and promptly deposited, and all expenditures, authorized 
by approved warrants, were paid by check. 

The cash balance at the close of the municipal year was 
reconciled as per detail in Schedule 1. 

PROPERTY AND POLL TAXES: 

The 1944 tax commitment, after an adjustment of $3.60, was 
found to be in agreement with the records of the Assessors. The 
total commitment was accounted for by cash paid to the Treasur- 
er, transfer to tax acquired property and abatements, or still re- 
mained unpaid, according to the records of the Collector, as 
summarized and detailed on Schedule 2. 

Payments recorded as received during the year on tax liens 
and tax acquired property appeared to have been applied against 
the proper items, and the liens remaining unpaid were found on 
file with the Treasurer and are summarized and detailed on 
Schedule 3. 

The cash collection of the current year’s taxes was 91.5%; 
while all taxes collected during 1944, both current and prior, 
amounted to 104.4%, as referred to the current commitment. 

No mail verification was made of any of the unpaid tax ac- 
counts.

TRUST FUNDS: 


The savings pass books covering the various funds were 
examined and the detail is shown on Schedule 6.

NOTES PAYABLE: 


During the year $20,000 was paid on notes; $1,500 by appro- 
priation and the remainder of $18,500 from current funds.. New . 
notes of $10,000 were issued during the year, and one of these 
new notes was paid and is included in the $20,000 mentioned 
above. 

NET SURPLUS: 


Reference to Exhibit A indicates that as of the close of the 
municipal year, therq was a net surplus in the amount of 
$6,772.28, as compared with a net surplus of $2,673.13 shown 
the year previous. This represents a _ beneficial change of 
$4,099.15, the analysis of which is found on Exhibit E of this re- 
port. 

GENERAL: 

Without making a detailed audit of all transactions during 

the municipal year, we have examined or tested accounting 
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records and other supporting evidence by methods, and to the 
extent, deemed appropriate. 

The withholding taxes appeared to have been properly de- 
ducted and carried through the town books. Records covering 
individual withholdings are maintained by the Treasurer. 

Dog licenses were checked with the Town Clerk and the 
amount of $165.10 paid to the State Treasurer was found to be 
in agreement with the records. 

With the exception of cash and trust funds, no external 
verification was made of your asset and liability accounts.
